NEW YORK, April 30.—A San Francisco 
correspondent telegraphs coreerning the ar- 
raignment of I. M. Kulloch forthe murder of 
Charles De Young: We are about to 
enter upon a trial which promises to 
be one of the causes cblebres of the Pacific 
Coast, and the rest of the world may be pre- 
pared toread.of thavehement demonstration 
of bitter animosities already steeped in human 
gore with possibly more to follow. The tes- 
timony of Clemetshaw, who has been arrested 
for perjury, will be supported, it transpires, 
by that of a dozen others who will testify that 
De Young fired the first shot. Clemetshaw is 
an Englishman, forty-cight years old, 
had in early life been in the 
royal artillery and received an honorable 
discharge. He became acquainted with the 
Mormons in Woolwich in 1870, and married a 
Mormon. He lost his wife two years later. 
He commenced business in Salt Lake as a 
trunkmaker, and supplied Brigham Young’s 
great co-operative institution with ‘‘trunks 
enough to serve all the Saints till the 
millennium.” He had trouble with his 
second English wife and gave her a Mormen 
divorce, but lived with her two or three 
yeals. Finally last fall they had a final sepa- 
ration. His factory was burned and he was 
once more charged with robbing a young 
man’s trunk, and the Mormons de- 
gan to look down on him. Disaster 
followed disaster, and about the middle 
of December he left the City of Saints te zo 
to Europe. He went to San Francisco, 
where he remained under several names. The 
sixth shot cannot be found. Before the ex- 
amination of Clemetshaw takes place docu- 
ments from Salt Lake are promised show- 
ing his general unworthiness.

That they are paralyzing the industries and 
stopping emigration, causing ranchmen to flee 
from their homes, miners to leave their mines 
and stock-raisers their grazing fields. Self- 
preservation will cause the people to step in 
and take the field against all odds. 

EMEGRANT ARRIVALS, 

Eighteen hundred new-comers to this 
country were provided with sleeping accom- 
modations on the floor of Castle 
Garden last gight, but the Super- 
intendent says he hopes to have 
all these and a greater portion of those emi- 
grants arriving to-day shipped for their des- 
tination inthe West before Sunday. Emi- 
grants now arriving are for the most 
part good, industrious farmers or 
skilled artisans; The former class are 
inthe most of cases already provided with 
railway tickets ta points in western states, 
while the latter generally accept work at their 
trade in any part of the country. Four 
steamers are expected to-morrow 
and it ie more than probable that 
next month the number ot arrivals 
will de increased probably to 50.000. The 
highest figure ever before reached was in 
April, 1873, when 43,216 immigrants were 
landed. The demand for female help at the 
Employment bureau is largely in excess 
of the supply and the manager is daily be- 
seiged by housekeepers anxious to procure

LOUISA M. ALCOTT.

Interesting Information Concerning this 
Popular Writer. 
From the Boston Herald. 

Miss Louisa May Alcott, who is generally 
regarded as the most popular aud successful 
literary woman in America, did not at once 
jump into sudden fame, although the slo w- 
developing bud bloomed into full flower in a 
single night, as it were; but she spent some 
years of ner literary life in obscruity about as 
complete as any author ever knew. Her father, 
as is well-known, is the veaerable transcend- 
ental philosopher, Mr. A. Bronson Alcott, and 
he delights to call himself the father of little 

women.” Her mother belonged to the Mays, 
one of the old Boston families, and it is said 
that from that side Miss Alcott inherits the 
remarkable vivacity and energy that charac- 
terize her. Her parents were living in Ger- 
mantown, Penn., where her father was teach- 


ins school when she was born, but when she 


was two years old they returned to Boston 
and Mr. Alcott established a school in the old 
Masonic Temp!e,now the United States Court- 
house, on Tremont street. It was a famous 
institution in its day, but it became unpopular 
on aceount of Mr. Alcott refusing to turn 
away a little negro boy whom he had taken in, 
and 80, at the invitation of Mr. Emerson. Mr. 
Alcott went to Concord tolive. At this time 
Louisa was eight years old. After two years 
of Concord life, Mr. Alcott went to the town 
of Harvard and joined a farming community, 
one of the principles of which was abstinence 
from animal food. Miss Alcott has described 
this phase of her life in an amusiog sketch, 
called Transcendental Wild Oats.’’ 

Two years after, the family returned to 
Concord, and when Miss Alcott was nearly 
sixteen years old she came to Boston to teach. 
In this occupation she was very successful, 
and was much liked by her scholars. Some of 
these she now meets almost daily in the 
streets of Boston—staid professional and busi- 
ness men, with families of their own—and 
they always greet her with Hallo, Miss 
Ollie!“ just as they did when they were rosy- 
cheeked urchins, But Miss Alcott did not 
like teaching school, and from her childhood 
had always delighted in making up stories to 
tell to her companions; so she began to write 
them down, a task which she found very easy 
and pleasant, but at first it was pretty hard to 
— * money for them. This came about at 

ast, however, and she earned a very com- 
fortable living in tis way. She found it 
rather tedious work getting remittances from 
a New York publisher for whom she had 
Written a good deal, and when they 
came they were small. so she stopped 
sending in ber contributions. Her stories 
were appreciated and the publisher wrote to 
find out why she had stopped. Because she 
found it too hard work to get her money, she 
replied. He promised to make that all right, 
and she said nat whenever he wanted a story 
he might send on $100 and he would get his 
story by return mail. This arrangement 
proved satisfactory, and, as she kepta good 
stock of stories on baad, she was aole to re- 
spond promptiy. This kept on until the mat- 
ter leaked out, and the publisher found him- 
self in hot water, as other authors demanded 
similar terms, so that the arrangement had to 
be terminated. After Miss Alcott became 
famous this publisher wanted to get outa 
volume of the stories in question under her 
name, and the fear that it would be done 
haunted Miss Alcott for some while, but, 
juckily, he had made asolemn agreement with 
her at the time that her name should not be 
used, so she was spared the infliction under 
which Mrs. Burnet suffered atthe hands of a 
Philadelphia publisher when That Lass o° 
‘Lowrie’s” had established her reputation. 

In the war, tke many other noble women, 
Miss Alcott volunteeied as a hospital nurse, 
and was assigned to one of the most unpleas- 
aut hospitals—one in Georgetown, near Wash- 
ington. After several months“ service the 
unhealthy surroundings told upon her vigor - 
ous constitution, and she had a severe attack 
of typhoid fever, trom the effects of which 
she has never full, recovered. Her ‘'Hospit- 
al Sketches,“ which came from this experi- 
ence, were the first things which called gener- 
al attentiontosher. They were letters writ- 
ten to the family at home. Mr. Moncure D. 
Conway was in Concord at the time, and was 
so interested by them that he asked leave to 
printthem, and, when Miss Alcott recover- 
ed from ber severe illness, the request was 
granted. Mr. Henry James, of Cambridge, 
the father of the novelist, told her that in 
these sketches was hertrue style. That was 
the first time, she said, that she had the faiat- 
est idea of style; her style was a natural com- 
mingling of humor and pathos. 

The first novel of Miss Alcott that appeared 
under her name was Moods,“ of which she 

tells the story in Little Women.” It was 
spoken of highly by Mr. Ticknor when he 
read it in the manuscript in its original form, 
but it was reconstructed at the request of Mr. 
Loring, who published it. After the great 
popular success of “Little Women,“ much 
attention was naturally attracted to it. It was 


written when Miss Alcott was 18 vears old. 


One day Mr. Alcott came to Mr. Niles, of 
Roberts Brothers, with a volume of fairy 
stories by his daughter. Mr. Niles said that 
collected short stogies hardly paid, and sug- 
ested that Miss Alcott write a story of New 
ingiand life; Miss Sedgwick had recently 
died, and perbaps she might be her successor. 
He wanted a story about girls, but Miss Al- 
cott said she knew nothing about girls; boys 
were her favorites. No, there were plenty of 
books for boys; Mr. Niles wanted a book for 
girls. Miss Alcott said she would write 
about herself a her sisters; tell 
about tbe things ey used to do. Mr. 
Niles told her to go ahead, and the result was 
the first part of Little Women.” He was 
pleased with the manuscript, and showed it 
to his young niece at the seashore, who went 
wuld wich delight over it. He offered Miss Al- 
cott $1,000 — for it, but told her she 
had better run the risk and take a royalty. A 
thousand dollars seemed a large sum to Miss 
Alcott at that time, and she had a narrow es- 
cape, but luckily she decided for the royalty, 
The success of the book was phenomenal, and 
the pfesses could not run fast enough to sup- 
ly the demand. Of course a second volume 
as called for, and letters poured in upon 
the author beseeching her to continue. the 
story. Many were from little girls, and ran 
like this: 

Miss Alcott: If you donot write another 
volume or Little Women, and tell us more 
about Jo, and make Laurie marry Beth, I will 
never read another of your books as long as I 
live. Yours, most respectfully,

followed by an An Old-fashioned Girl,“ and 
then came *‘Little Men. All of these had 
an immense sale, for everybody who had read 
one read the others. Miss Alcott’s published 
works number 18 volumes altogether, the 
united sale of which in America alone amounts 
inf round numbers to half a million. This does 
not include a novel which some insist has ap- 
peared in the NO Name Series.“ The de- 
mand for her books to-day is as great as ever. 
Their circulation abroad is also enormous,

But Miss Alcott regarded 
this play as a great success, nevertheless, for 
Mr. Barry sent her a season pass, good for 
two ot the best seats, and she went to the 
grand new theater forty times or more that 
winter, seeing all the fine attractions; so, 
when commiserated by afriend on having 
made. nothing out of ‘her play, she said she 
felt as ik she b made ber 
fortune by it. Miss Alcott once 
came very near going ontothe stage her- 
self, and had secretly made the arrangements 
for her first appearance, intending to surprise 
her friends by tbe triumphant announcement 
that she had acted, but ber scheme was frus- 
trated by their untimels§discovery of her pur- 

ose through a delay in carrying it out. The 
bistrionie talent is strong in her mother’s 
family, and she is a capital natural actress. 
She and her sisters, when children, had a lit - 
tle stage of their own at home, with elaborate 
scenery and appointments made by them- 
selves,and during the war she frequently 
took part in private performances at the little 
Tremont Theater for the benefit of the Sani- 
tary Commission. 

Miss Alcott, although spending much of her 
time in Concord, is more frequently in Boston, 
and prefers to call herself a Bostonian than to 
hail from the American seat of philosophy. 
Most of her work has been done here. The 
tirst part of Little Women” was written at 
the South Endandthe second part in the 
Bellevue Hotel, on Beacon street, her favorite 
quarters, where she generally occupies pleas- 
ant rooms high up, witn a wide view over the 
roofs and the harbor. She has no regular 
study and is indifferent to her surroundings 
while at work. 
writing-paper is immaterial to her, and she 
uses whatever is handiest atthe moment. She 
writes in a free, back-sloping hand and com- 
poses rapidly, never making a copy of her 
manuseript and rarely going back to change 
words or expressions. 


Cost of the Zulu War. 
From the New York World. | 


The Zulu war cost England the lives of 844 
imperial troops, besidesthose of 542 volun- 
teers, irregulars and native auxiliaries. Ex- 
cept in the battle of Isandhlwana the loss was 
small, as after all was to be expected seeing 
that under ordinary circumstances the savages 
could have but very poor chances of obtaining 
a position where they could use effectively 
their pot-metal muskets and assegais. The 
unfortunate Twenty-fourth Regiment lost 613 
men killed in action, while only twelve were 
wounded and one died in hospital—figures 
which tell eloquently of the savage slaughter 
of the battie-fied where the Zulus won the day. 
The Nineteenth Light lnfantry, a regimeut 
which was actively engaged throughout the 
whole eampaign and participated in the bust- 
ling actions of Ulundi and Kambula 
Kop, only lost nineteen men in 
action and had forty wounded. It sent home 
forty-five invalids and lost six men by disease. 
As it had just come out of the Transkei cam- 
paign the men were thoroughly seasoned. 
How different was the case of the third bat- 
talion of the Sixtieth Rifles, which only went 
through part of the campaign, but lost thirty- 
eight men through sickness and sent home 105 
invalids, thus conspicuously proving the ut- 
ter unfliness ofthe boys who at present form 
such a large proportion of the rank and file of 
the British army. This same question of 
army reorganization will not be among the 
least important with which the second Glad- 
stone administration will find itself confront- 
ed. Theshort service and linked battalion 
system has fuiled, and the difficulty of in - 
ducing good non-commissioned officers to re- 
main in the army, a difficulty felt everywnere 
at hg is nowhere greater than in Eng- 
land. 

Heat on Building Stone. 
[From the New York Times. 

The powers of the various kinds of build- 
ing-stone to resist pressure and atmospheric 
influences are well known, but there scarcely 
ever occurs an extensive fire which dées not 
emphasize the need of better information as 
to the efiect of heat upon stone. This need 
Hiram A. Cutting, State Geologist of Ver- 
mont, has undertaken to supply by a series of 
experiments, the first result of which is to 
confirm and give exactness to the general im- 
pression that granite is a poor heat-reister, 
and the second to show that there is wide 
choice—even in granite—in this respect. He 
tested twenty-two specimens of the best- 
known quarries, and found that while all 
were unaffected by the 500° of heat, damage 
usually began at 600°, was serious and fre- 
quent at 800°, and at 1,000° all the specimens 
were ruined, the stone from Mount Desert 
Standing the test perhaps better than any 
other. Hegives itas his opinion that the 
effect of water on heated granite is rather 
apparent than real. The importance of this 
information is very great, especially to build- 
ers and insurers. In spite of tnese hints, this 
favorite stone will probably continue to be 


used in ‘‘tire-proof’’ buildings, and possibly 


without serious danger, if itis only used in 
very solid walls, but to use it in building 
n columns, especially within the 
wails, is only to invite the gutting of the whole 
interior of the building if a fire should break 
out.

ndon. Charles b beautifully said I 
have passed all my days in London, until I 
have formed as many and as intense local at- 
tachments as any of you mountaineers can 
bave done with dead nature. The lighted 
shops of the Strand and Fleet street, the in- 
numerable trades, tradesmen, customers, 
couches, Wagons and play- houses, all the bustle 
and witkedness about Covent Garden, the 
crowds, the very dirt and mud, the sun shining 
upon houses and pavements, the print-shops, 
the old-book stalls, coffee-houses, taverns‘ 
kitchens, pantomimes—London itself a panto- 
mime—all these things work themselves into 
my mind and feed me without a power of sa- 
tiating me.’ As to its antiquity, it is almost 
fabulous. With certainty, its existence ean 
be traced as far back as the time of Constan- 
tine the Great. More people now live in it 
than in the whole of Denmark or Switzerland, 
more than twice as many as in Saxony or Nor- 
way and almost as mafly as in all Scotland. 
One of Mother Shipton’s prophecies declares 
it will yet double its size, and ‘Highgate Hill, 
ncw a suburb, will become the center of the 
city. Almost all nationalities are represented 
init. Turn into Leicester square and Soho, 
and you will find French refugees, speaking 
their own tongue, sipping coffee in cafes, un- 
til you might imagine yourself in some part 
of Paris. Enter Hatton Garden, and you will 
find Italian artists in image-making, padrones 
and monkeys, Counts that are evidently of no 
account, the jabbering of their tongues and 
grinding of organs making a perfect Babel. 
The East of London has a large German colo- 
ny. Trades and professions are localized in 
the same way. Lawyers live in the Temple 
and Lincoln’s Inn, surgeons in George and 
Burlington streets, and retired East India 
merchants in Cavendish and Portman squares 
and adjoining streets, otherwise called ‘Little 
Bengal;’ book-sellers in Paternoster row, 
clock-makers in Clérkenwell, butchers in 
Smithfield, and so on. 

„What are the ghosts with which your 
London is haunted?’ is a question I have had 
put to me many times since the announce- 
ment of this lecture. 
mencement I do not propose telling grim and 
— stories of supernatural appearances, 
though London in its localities and historic 
personages is very rich in ghostly lore. The 
appearance in the Tower of a mysterious fig- 
ure, assuming different shapes, and appear- 
ing in different rooms of the gloomy fortress; 
the vision of an elephant, with a castle on his 
back, which appeared on London Bridge, and 
is perpetuated in a tavern, with the above 
for its sign; the table rappings of the cele- 
brated Cock-lane ghost, are but a few of the 
many marvelous stories of ghostly visitants 
with which London tradition abounds. 
But my ghosts are such as 1 
may call up, by the power of 
Imagination, from tbeir historie graves. 
The forms I would make pass be- 
fore you ore the forms of aacient 
loyal pageants, of coroaations and 
funerals, ot glory and of gloom; the march of 
some fromthe throne to the prison, from 
courts to the block; the forms of Queens and 
knights, of poets, and patriots, and martyrs, 
the memory of whose lives and deeds lingers 
in the very atmosphere of that ancient city. 
Many atime have I walked down its streets, 
and wrought for myself wondrous transfor- 
mation scenes. Therush and noise of the 
present have to my mind vanished, and from 
out of old gabled windows I saw the faces of 
fair women and brave men looking, and gore 
geous psgeants ofthe glory of years agone 


The transformation was wrought for me by 

the power of association and imagination. A 

carved figure upon some almost crumbling 

wall, a half-legible inscription upongome old 

tombstone. was the open sesame; the door of 

the past flew open, and the dead, in their 
omp, their glory, their crimes, stepped out

Eugene Baune, who died recently at Basle, 
Switzerland, in his 8ist year, had been all his 
life a most earnest, devoted Republican, had 
ever been in fullest sympathy with the people, 
and never swerved for a moment from his al- 
legiance to them, and to what he believed to 
be their best interests. He was that rarest of 
creatures, a consistent Frenchman, and a 
Frenchman, too, who from first to 
last had but one set of principles 
ani one kind of politics. Such a 
thing as demagogism, even in the mild- 
est type, Was unknown, yea, impossible, to 
bim. He was at once gentle and strong, a patri- 
ot and a philosopher; he was tender as a ten- 
der woman, and yet he could be, so far as he 
himself was concerned, the sternest of stoics. 
For fifty years or more he had battled for Re- 
publicanism; he had repeatedly been fined, 
imprisoned and exiled, but he bore all his 
persecutions and sufferings calmly, having no 
doubt of the ultimate triumph of the cause of 
Democracy. When the Republic had been es- 
tablished, he did not hasten to Paris to de- 
mand the reward of his long, hard service. 
He simply withdrew to private life, content 
that what he had so earnestly and courageous- 
ly struggled for had been achieved. Through 
many of his recent failures and misfortunes 
his young, faithful wife had followed him with 
her children. Sometimes she shared his cap- 
tivity; but when she could net do so, she was 
always near him, ready to comfort and succor 
him. The late George Sand took the deepest 
interest in Mme. Baune. She invited her on 
a certain evening to visit her. When madame 
entered her apartments she expected to have 
a pleasant talk with her gifted friend alone. 
To her surprise and confusion, she found an 
assembly of the most distinguished persons of 
the time. She was about to retire, when 
George Sand drew her the center ofthe 
company and said to it: Lou waste incense 
on one unworthy, if you really admire genius, 
here it is at my side—the genius of tenderness 
and devotion.” And,so speaking, she bent 
over and kissed the hand of the blushing wife, 
very shy in manner, despite the courage of 
ber great and loving heart.

A Shocking Murder in the State of Ver- 
. mont.

bury. He overtook them and they got into 

the carriage. After they haa driven about 
two miles he mixed the strychnine with some 
sweetened water he had in a bottle and gave 
it to Aliceto drink. She swallowed it, and 
then they drove on slowly, waiting for the 
child to die. They had gone about four miles 
further when Alice died without any great 
appearance of pain. It was near midnight 
when this woman and her son took the child’s 
body out of the carriage and buried itina 
muck bed in a swamp. The officer made 
young Meeker go with him to the swamp, and 
after wading through the water for several 
rods the murderer said: There she is; and 
on removing a pile of stumps and old boards 
and reaching down into the soft swampy 
muck the poor child’s body was found. Young 
Meeker assisted the officer, and was com- 
pelled to hola the body in his arms during the 
ride to Waterbury. Lewis Almon and his 
mother have been arrested, and were ar- 
raigned this afternoon. They pleaded not 
guilty. The case was adjourned untj{ May 10. 
Almon now says that his mother was not with 
him when he killed the girl, and the mother 
denies all knowledge of the crime. An ex- 
cited crowd threatened to lynch the prisoners.

The English Executioner. 
[New York Special to Chicago Times.! 

Ano the visitors to the city prison to-day 
was William Marwood, of London, the official 
executioner of England. Marwood is a 
blonde, about thirty-five vears old, wearing a 
moustache and side whiskers in the approved 
English fashion, is mild-mannered, aad the 
last man in the world to be taken for a pub- 
lic hangman. He was conducted through the 
prison and introduced to the more prominent 
prisoners. He conversed freely with Chas- 
tine Cox and Pietro Balbo, the convicted 
murderers now under sentence of death, but 
they were ignorant of his identity. He then 
asked to be shown the gallows and system of 
weights used in executions, examined them 
earefully, and pronounced the American sys- 
tem of jerking criminals up inthe air far in- 
ferior and less humane than the English meth- 
od. Marwood said the American system, in 
a great proportion of cases, would result in 
slow strangulation, ia addition to affording 
the spectators the sickening spectacle of the 
dying man’s struggles. By the English sys- 
tem of the drop,“ where the trap is suddenly 
sprung from under the feet of the criminal, 
the sudden fall, if the noose be properly ad- 
justed, almost invariably breaks the prisoner’s 
neck. 


The Coming Catastrophe,

Thetheory was advanced some time ago by an 
English astronomer that, owing to peculiar 
solarand lunar action, the earth and moon 
must eventually come into collision. This 
theory was opposed by some of the most learn- 
ed scientific men, who urged that, owing to

The Three Distinguished Invalids of 
Europe. 
[Paris Cor. New York Herald. 19 

The Berlin correspondent of the Herald 
telegraphs as follows: The Prussian Court 
is in reguiar daily receipt of news in regard 
to the condition of the health of thethree dis- 
tinguished invalids who are at 
grossing the attention of ali Russia. The first 
of these is the Empress, who is kept alive 
only by the use of oxygenand ether, and who, 
when she is not slumbering, is. continually 
saying to those around her, How happy 
must be the people who enjoy good health!“ 
Her frame has been reduced to a mere skele- 
ton, her limbs, and more especially the lower 
portions of the body, being simply skin and 
bone. 

AN UNHAPPY MONARCH. 

„The second illustrious invalid is Prince 
Gortschakoff, the first cause of whose illness 
After him, in 
the relative gravity of his case,comes the Em- 
peror, and it is on him that the attention of 
the German Court is specially concentrated. 
Although he is able to move about and cannot 
be said to be exactly in the hands of the 
doctors. he is, according to the Emperor Will- 
iam, the sickest of the three. The folfowing 
facts concerning him have been communicaced 
to me by a friend Who has access to the Court 
circles, It is well known, says my informant, 
that the Emperor Alexander is in such a state 
of prostration that he is almost incapable of 
transacting any business. He is crushed by 
terror, and for several days after the attempt 
upon his Jife at the Winter Palace he did not 
quit his apartments. In order, however, to 
keep his habit of a daily walk after breakfast 
he had the upper squares of the windows of a 
sort of salon opened. In this purified atmos- 

here, wrapped in his cloak, he walked brisk- 
yup and down for exercise. Now, escorted 
by eight Cossacks, preceded and surrounded 
by numerous vehicles in which police agents 
are seated, he drives to the residence of 
his son, the Czarowitz, whose garden serves 
him for a promenade. There he walks about 
attended by his faithful chasseur and followed 
by three of his favorite dogs. 
has long been inthe habit of accompanying 
him in his sporting expeditions, but up to the 
present time his services have not been re- 
quired in any other capacity. The Czar now 
keeps him constantly with him, because he is 
suspicious of the whole of his entourage, and 
he never quits his presence. Even darkness 
brings no relief. The Czar’s nights are sleep- 
less, and it is then that his feeling of disquie- 
tude is most intense. At the slightest noise 
he starts from bed and summons his attend- 
ants. 

GERMAN ESTIMATE OF THE CZAROWITZ. 

All this is asource of the greatest anxiety 
tothe members of the Imperial family of 
Prussia. The Prussians are too provident 
and long-sighted not to have taken the meas- 
ure of the Czarowitz, and the estimate which 
they have formed of him is anything but a flat- 
tering one. They say that he is narrow-miad- 
ed and indifferent, although well behaved 
and religiously disposed—in fact, a sort of 
Louis XVI. on a larger scale. This is not 
promising for the political progress of Russia 
us P with that of the other European 
nations.

A Boy of Fifteen Sent to Prison for 
Twelve Years for Killing a Child. 
[From the Paris Figaro. | 


„ The Assize Court of Aude has recently 


been occupied in trving a lad of fifteen for the 
murder of a child four years of age. The 
crime was committed on October 12, 1879. 
On the afternoon of that day the little Adrien 
Saucey, son of a railway officer living at 
Quilian, Aude, left his father’s house to go 
and play, with some neighbors’ children, and 
he never returned. Anxious at the non-ap- 
pearance cf the child, the parents caused a 
search to be instituted and inquiries to be 
made in all directions. The search was 
continued all the evening, through the night 
and all the following day. At last on Monday, 
October 13, at night, a widow named Bosquet 
discovered the little shoe of the child in an 
outhouse close to her vineyard. The out- 
house was at once examined by thé police. 
Near the entrance on the ground were found 
large spots of blood badly covered up witha. 
layer of sulphur. The body of the murdered 
boy was found in a ditch close by, half hidden 
by vine branches. e f 

J he corpse was naked, except for the little 
socks, the face covered with*. blood and dis- 
figured by great gaping wounds; the skull was 
broken, and the body had been horribly mu- 
tilated. Two peasants gave evidence which 
led to the discovery of the assassin, They had 
seen the child Adrien in company with an 
idiot brother, seven years old, on Sunday 
evening about 5 o’elock. Another boy was 
talking to them, and this lad turned out to be 
Engene Radoude, the sonof a brakeman. 
Eugene at first strenuously denied having 
seen the two brothers Saucey, but eventually, 
after two women had positively stated that 
— recognized him as the lad they had seen 
with Adrien in his arms on the Suaday even- 
ing in a path leading to the out- house, he 
made 4 full confession of the crime. He stated 
that after walking ashort distance with the 
brothers he sent the elder one home, and tak- 
him into the hut. Here he threw 
the child violently on the nid, the head 
coming in contact with a large stone. Ra- 
doude then put his foot on the body of his 
young companion, and with a hatchet gave 
him successively four terrible blows on the 
face and head, He then removed the clothes, 
and mutilated the body of the unfortunate 
little fellow in the most frightful manner. He 
next took aspade from the hut and commenced 
to dig a grave, but he did not dig it very 
deep, being afraid ot a surprise. He placed 
the dead child in it, covered it with vine 
branches, and walked q ly back to OQulllan. 
Radoude had long 82 this crime, 
the motive for which isutterly unaccountable.

A Complicated Job Nicely Figured 
| Out. 


From Yesterday’s Times. 

The State Central Committee made the 
following provision as to representation at 
Moberly: a 

„The basis. of representation will be three 
delegates for each representative district and 
one for every 500 votes, or fraction of 250 iu 
excess thereof, cast therein at the last presi- 
dential election for the Democratic candidate 
for President, except in the eity and county of 
st. Louis, ia which there shall be three dele- 
gates for each representative and one for 
every £00 votes, or fraction of 250 in excess 
thereof. cast in each representative district 
inthe said city and county of St. Louis at 
tue general election in 1878 for the Demo- 
e:atic candidate for Jude of the Supreme 
Court.“ 

It is the immemorial custom when in State 


convention assembled forthe delegates from 
each Congressional district to nominate its 
representative in the National Convention. 
But some delegates from St. Louis.to Moberly 
—under the above provision—would represent 
a constituency living in two Congressional 
districts. Toavoid this anomaly, the execu- 
tive committee of the city may provide a plan 
of action. In this behalf, the following sug- 
gestions are made: 

This ratio gives us thirty-three deiegates in 
the representative districts of the city for the 
16,583 votes cast at the last general election. 
In addition to this, each representative dis- 
trict is allowed three delegates for each mem- 
per of the Legislature to which it is entitled, 
which gives us forty-five additional delegates, 
making our total representation in the Mober- 
jy convention consist of seventy-eight dele- 
gates. These must be equitably divided not 

nly according to Legislative, but also, as near 
as may be, according to Congressional districts, 
as it is by Congressional and not Legislative 
districts they will be called upon to name the 
delegates to the National Convention. 

The First Representative Dit riet cast, in 
1878, 3,845 votes for Judge Norton, which en- 
titles it (according to the ruling of the State 
Central Committee) to eight delegates for its 
voting strength. It has four members of the 
Legislature, which entitles it to twelve addi- 
tional delegates, or twenty in all. Now part 
of this district is in the First and part of it in 
ne Second Congressional District, as will be 
found in the tables below. 

To facilitate the selection of delegates it is 
proposedto base the representation of the 
wards in this district, not upon the ratio fixed 
by the State Central Committee of one dele- 
gate for each 500 votes, but upon the ratio of 
one delegate for each one-twentieth of the 
vote of the district, or, in other words, as the 
district is entitled to twenty delegates for its 
3,¢45 votes, it is proposed to allow each ward 
in the district one delegate for each 192 votes 
cast in 1878, and one additional delegate for 
each fractional part thereof exceeding ninety- 
six. This plan, if adopted, will work well, 
as the tables below will prove to those inter- 
ested. 

The Second and Third Representative Dis- 
tiicts may be justly apportioned bv the rules 
of the State Central Committee. as each dis- 
trict is entitied to four members of the Legis- 
lature, and, there being four wards in each 
district, each ward should be entitled to three 
delegates for its representative and as many 
additional delegates as its vote for Norton al- 
lows it. But forthe sake of making the ta- 
bles complete, we have inserted both districts 
in the column below. 

The Fourth Representative District cast 4,- 
(% votes for Norton in 1878, entitling it to 
eight delegates for its voting strength. It 
has three members of the Legislature. which 
entitles it to nine additional delegates, or sev- 
enteen in all. 

Like the First Representative District, it is 
also divided by Congressional lines, and it is 
necessary here. as well asin the First District, 
to apportion the delegates to their respective 
Conyressional districts. The plan proposed to 
do this is identical with the one proposed for 
the First-District, but the ratio is larger, being 
one delegate for each 240 votes (or seventeen 
delegates for 4,095 votes) and one additional 
for each fraction thereof in excess of 120. 

The suggestiogs, if adopted, will give each 
ward at least one delegate, with the exception 
of the Twenty-fifth Ward, which will cast 
only twenty-one yotes, and which may be 
added to the Twenty-second Ward, which is 
just east of it. 
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RECAPITULATION. 

Reviewirg the above figures we first find 
40 votes belonging to the Third Ward cast in 
the First Congressional District This amount 
being too small to allow a delegate for, the 
precinct in which said votes were cast (Pre- 
cinct 66) may be thrown in with the Fifth 
Ward, which adjoins it on the south, and the 
combined votes of which would be 642, for 
Which number they receive 3 delegates. 

We next find the Fifteenth Ward has 208 
votes in the First Congressional District, aad 
403 in the Second. According to the ratio 
adopted inthe First Representative District, 
this would entitle them to 1 delegate in the 
First Congressienal District and 2 in the 
Second. — 

The next in order is the Nineteenth’ Ward. 
Which is credited with 77 votes in the First 
Congressional District and 152 in the Second.

The number ot votes in the First Distriet (77) 


being less than half the number required for 
each delegate, does not entitle it to a delegate 
in that District, but they may be added to the 
Twenty-first adjoining, which has 121 votes, 
making the jofitt vote 198. 78 

The Twenty-sixth Ward has 160 votes in the 
Second District and one only in the First. 
This is too small to talk about, so we will pass 
it and take up the next and last, which is the 
Twenty-eighth. This ward has. 151 votes in 
the Second Congressional. District and 210 in 
the Third, which, according to the ratio 
adopted in the Fourth Representative District, 
entitles it to one delegate in each Congres- 
siona) district. 

In submitting this plan to the Democracy of 
St. Louis, we do so for the purpose of bring- 

ing the matter more prominently before the 

public for legitimate discussion. We do not 
claim that this is the only plan that can be 
devised, but offer it to members of the party 
for their careful consideration. 3

introducing the mining mniachinery, which 
will Jessen the number of men required for 
each mine. Several of the mine owners con- 
templated this improvement some weeks ayo, 
but it was left for the Donk Brothers, 
who are wery heavy operators, 
to try the experiment. About two weeks ago 
the machinery was put in the mines and the 
result has already been published. Within a 
few days several of the mines in the district 
will be tlosed, itis said, for the introduction 
of the mining machinery.

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ALL efforts to demonstrate that the Mis- 
sissippi River is a sort of inland seu capa- 
ble of being navigated on salt water princi- 
ples have up to the present time proven 
unsatisfactory. Last summer Secretary 
Thompson, of the navy, undertook to send 
the frigate Wachusett up tothis port by 
way of New Orleans. He succeeded in 
sticking her nose on a sand bar, and the 
water gradually slipped out from under her 
until she was in danger of being mistaken 
for a dry-land sugar mill. Day before yes- 
terday a schooner-rigged scow sailing from 
Sheboygan for the distant ports of the 
Gulf of Mexico, collided with one 
of our bridge piers and sustained damages 
which required herto go into ordinary. 
There is in this last accident, however, no 
cause for discouragement. There are 
many reasons why the Mississippi is not 
adapted to the employment of obsolete 
sailing vessels. The shoals are perilous, 
the channel tortuous and there is a lack of 
lee-way,so to speak, when it comes to riding 
out a storm. The forests along shore, also, 
interfere with the operations of the trade 
winds. As to steam navigation, however, 
there is no hindrance beyond a 
tendency on the part of the bot- 
tom of the river to come to the surface af- 
ter a season of extreme heat and aridity. 
We expect to see the day when ocean 
steamships will load at the port of St. Louis 
for Liverpool, Bremen and all parts of the 
world, We may have to cut a ditch through 
from Lake Michigan by way of securing a 
water supply, but after seeing what Capt. 
Eads has been able to do for the mouth 
of the river we do not despair of seeing its 
head irrigated some day with the surplus 
waters of the lakes.

The Champion of the World and the 


Missouri Wonder in the City. 


Every Preparation Completed for the 
Great Match To-Morrow. 


Interviews with Both Contestants— 
Sketches of Their Lives and 
Performances. 


Captain A. H. Bogardus, the bearer of the 
title of champion wing shot of the world, and 
Fred Exb, the young marksman from St. 
Joseph, who defeated the champion on the 
11th day of last March, and who will attempt 
to repeat the performance at the Compton 
Avenue Shoeting Park to-morrow afternoon, 
both arrived in the city this morning. Capt. 
Bogardus came in on the Chicago and Alton 
train, and is accompanied by his wife and son 
Eugene, who is probably the most remarkable 
trick rifle shot in the world. 

Erb arrived on the Wabash road from St. 
Joseph, accompanied by two or 
three intimate friends. His backers 


will arrive in force to-morrow morning 
and will — their money with them. Capt. 
Bogardus will endeavor to prevent their re- 
turning with it. It is an adage in sporting 
circles that the man who can beat Bogardus 
can break Chicago.“ A delegation of over 
fifty sportsmen from the city on the lake will 
arrive this evening, prepared to stand by their 
champion, as long as they have a dollar. 
Everytbing is in readiness for the great con- 
test. The issue is a stake of $1,000 and the 
championship of the world. The conditions 
are that each man shall have 100 birds, to be 
released from five ground traps at thirty 
yards rise. Wild birds from Michi- 
gan will arrive this evening. The 
ground traps are such as used in England, and 
are very different from the T, or plunge traps, 
that obtain in America. From thé plunge trap 
the bird is thrown several feet in the air and 
forced to fly. The ground trap lies even with 
the turf, and the bird is simply uncovered at 
the word and left to fly as it pleases. By this 
arrangement the process of fleld shooting is 
exactly presented. 

It bas been determined, to commence the 
match at 2:30 o' clock to-morrow after - 
noon. The shooting park is the old Red 
Stocking Base Bali Grounds on Compton ave- 
nue, and is reached by the Market 
street cars. Several hundred strangers, all 
eminent sporting men, will be present. There 
will be no other sport on the ground to-mor- 
row except a match of twenty-five birds 
for twenty · flveuollars aside, between Dave 
Mullinslinger and Henry Siebold, two “pot 
hunters.’? This match may, however, be 
postponed until Sunday. Itis also probable 
that Eugene Bogardus, the thirteen-year- 
old son of the redoubtable Captain, will give 
an exhibition of his wonderful skill with the 
rifle. On next Monday itis the iatention of 
Gwynne Price, the English huuter, who is in 
charge of the shooting park, to have sweep- 
stakes shooting all day.

Itappears from papers and 
commissions in his possession that he had 
served in the regular army some twelve years 
andinour late war three years in Merrell 
Horse, and had gone tothe mountains to re- 
cover his health, These occurrences had 
nearly sliped my memory till a short time ago. 
I had an intimation that the party that we had 
entrusted with the duty of writing Mrs. Jos. 
Pearson, who at that time lived 
in St. Louis, had not done so, and 
I write hoping you will make the 
necessary inquiry, and find the widow or 
daughter of one who I learn was a most faith- 
ful officer and soldier. I thinkit is due to 
them that they should know the fate of their 
husband and father.

He was born in Lafayette, Indiana, on June 
25, 18569 according to report from his home, 
although the St. George Herald insists that 
he was born in 1860 and is consequently still 
in his teens.

When Fred had reached the age of ten years 
his father was the crack shot of the country, 
Bogardus standing second. In 1870 Erb, Sr., 
shot a match with Jack Taylor for a purse of

twenty-one yards rise. Erb killed ninety-five, 
and Taylor ninety-four. This match had the 
effect to arouse the spirit of the son, although 
he had not yet handled a gun. | 

In the following year his father emigrated 
to Illinois, locating fora time at Rushville, 
where Fred got his first lessons in shooting. 
He was instructed from the start to shoot at 
his bird only when it was on the wing, and it 
he failed to drop it at the first fire to let it go. 
While living in Rushville Fred had ample 
time for practice, shooting at chickens and 
snipe, and when a year. afterward 
he and his father removed to Iowa City 
he was able to compete in the field 
with the best shots ofthe country. Leaving 
lowa, Fred and bis father came to Shelbina 
in Illinois. During the chicken season a 
wager of $50 was laid that Fred coutd not kill 
forty out of fifty chickens in the field. He 
shot over an eld dog called Nose“ (who 
would rather take a charge of shot than flush 
a chicken), and he won the wager by killing 
fifty birds straight. This exploit brought 
him into prominence as a wing shooter, al- 
though a mere boy. While a boy at school a 
* match was arranged for a purse of 

00. ten birds, at twenty-one yards rise. In 
this contest Fred was successful, killing his: 
ten straight birds. 

In 1876 Fred and his father went to St. Joe, 
and from that time on Fred became conspicu- 
ous as a fiela hunter, as well as prominent at 
the trap.
